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A. B.C.  Guide  for  Attested 
and  Unattested. 

Age.— Military  age  is  from  18  to  41.  Youths 
will  be  called  up  thirty  days  after  they  attain  age 
of  18.  Men  who  reach  age  of  41  after  the  Act  comes 
into  force  (June  24f  will  not  be  exempt.  These 
men,  however,  will  probably  not  be  called  up 
for  training  at  present.  A  recruit  will  not  be  sent 
out  of  the  country  before  he  is  19.  "  Verification 
Statement"  of  age  supplied  free  if  required  by 
Naval  or  Military  authorities  other  than  for  com- 
mission purposes.  Full  details  (date  oi  birth,  name 
of  parents,  &c.)  should  be  given  on  application  to 
Registrar-General,  either  at  Somerset  House, 
London,  or  Registrar  House,  Edinburgh.  Ordinary 
birth  certificate  costs  3s.  7d.  Age  will  be  taken 
from  registration  card  by  military ;  men  who  gave 
wrong  age  should  seek  advice  local  recruiting  officer. 
(See  "  Called-Up.") 

Aliens. — Aliens  not  naturalised  are  exempt,  but 
their  British-born  sons  under  21  are  liable.  If 
parents  are  not  naturalised,  a  son  who  is  over  21 
and  is  also  non-naturalised,  is  not  liable. 

Allowances,  Separation. — As  follows  (including 
3s.  6d.  contributed  from  pay) :

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Additional  2s.  for  each  extra  child.  Motherless 
children  5s.  a  week  each.  If  living  in  London 
postal  area,  an  extra  3s.  6d.  a  week  is  allowed. 
Dependent  (other  than  wife  or  child)  is  made  separa- 
tion grant  which  varies  with  circumstances  of  case. 
Application  for  allowance  or  grant  must  be  made 
on  forms  provided  not  later  than  month  after  soldier 
has  joined  Colours.  Allowances  are  paid  at  Post 
Office,  where  inquiries  may  be  made  concerning 
them.  Navy  allowances  vary.  (See  "  Pensions," 
"Pay,"  and  "Relief.") 

Appeal. — Applications  must  be  made  in  case  of 
unattested  men  before  June  24;  in  the  case  of 
attested  men,  not  later  than  ten  days  after  attesta- 
tion, unless  special  permission  of  tribunal  is 
obtained.  When  an  appeal  is  lodged  a  man  must 
not  be  called-up  until  his  case  has  been  decided.  A 
claimant  should  obtain  from  clerk  of  local  tribunal 
a  form  on  which  to  give  notice  of  his  intention  to 
appeal.  Appeal  may  be  allowed  without  applicant 
having  to  appear  before  tribunal.  If  after  hearing 
local  tribunal  disallows  claim,  a  further  appeal  to 
county  tribunal  may  be  made;  and  if  again  dis- 
allowed the  county  tribunal,  on  application,  may 
or  may  not  permit  applicant  to  take  appeal  to  the 
central  tribunal,  whose  decision  is  final.  The  local 
tribunal  may  notify  a  claimant,  without  his  appear- 
ing before  them,  that  unless  further  or  new  grounds 
for  the  appeal  are  submitted  within  three  days  his 
claim  will  .be  disallowed.  Those  who  have  been 
medically  rejected  and  passed  for  service  on  re- 
examination are  able  to  appeal  on  personal  grounds. 
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Ill-health  is  not  a  ground  for  appeal — Army  doctors 
will  decide  that.  Ill-health  of  wife  or  children,  how- 
ever, is  a  ground  for  appeal.  Applications  for  exemp- 
tion on  business  grounds  should  be  made  to  tribunal 
in  district  where  business  is  situated.  (See 
"Attested,"  "Conscientious  Objector,"  and  "Cer- 
tificates.") 

Apprentices. — Not  exempted ;  but  appeal  may  be 
made  on  business  grounds. 

Attested. — Right  to  appeal  for  postponement  or 
exemption  is  not  lost  when  a  man  attests.  (See 
"Appeal,"  "Conscientious  Objector,"  and  "Called- 
Up.") 

Badge. — (See  "Munition  Workers"  and  "Certifi- 
cates.") 

Business,  One-Man. — Tribunals  are  instructed  to 
sympathetically  consider  appeal  of  man  for  exemp- 
tion who  is  carrying  on  a  business  which  is  the 
mainstay  of  himself  and  three  other  persons. 

Called  Up  Attested  men  get  a  fortnight's  indi- 
vidual notice  by  post  before  called-up ;  if  this 
notice  is  not  received  thirty  days  after  attestation 
a  letter  must  be  sent  to  the  local  recruiting  officer 
pointing  out  the  fact;  no  further  action  need  then 
be  taken  until  official  instructions  are  received.  If 
an  unattested  man  does  not  receive  a  personal  notice 
within  thirty  days  of  the  calling-up  of  his  "class" 
by  public  poster  he  must  personally  report  himself 
lit  the  local  recruiting  office.  The  above  applies  to 
men  not  holding  certificates  of  exemption,  postpone- 
ment, or  an  official  document  stating  they  are  in 
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a  reserved  occupation.  On  first  day  of  service  you 
will  have  to  give  name  of  nearest  relative  livinj; ; 
parish  and  town  of  birth;  date  and  place  of 
marriage ;  names  of  children,  age,  and  where  born  ; 
particulars  of  allowances  you  wish  to  make.  Take 
copies  of  marriage  certificate  and  birth  certificates 
of  children  if  you  have  them.  Following  these 
formalities  you  will  be  told  what  regiment  you  are 
to  join  and  when  (probably  following  morning)  and 
where  you  are  to  join  your  battalion.  .No  right  of 
choice  of  regiment  exists,  but  you  may  be  given 
option  of  half  a  dozen.  Free  travelling  warrant 
supplied.  Wear  your  oldest  civilian  clothes  and  take 
paper  and  string  to  do  them  up  in  a  parcel  to  send 
home.  (See  "Attested,"  "Garrison  Duty," 
"Sedentary,"  "Reserve,  Civil,"  and  "Relief.") 

Certificates. — A  substitute  certificate  for  one  lost 
or  destroyed  may  be  obtained  on  payment  of  one 
shilling  to  tribunal  clerk.  Application  for  renewal 
of  certificate  should  be  lodged  not  later  than  four- 
teen days  before  expiration.  (See  "Munition 
Workers,"  "Medical  Exam.,"  and  "Exemption.") 

Classes. — Unattested  men  will  be  called-up  in 
classes  according  to  age.    (See  "  Called-Up.") 

Clerks. — (See  "Sedentary.") 

Commission. — Only  given  to  N.C.O.'s  and  men 
who  have  completed  recruit's  course.  Recommenda- 
tion should  be  sought  from  Commanding  Officer. 
Selected  men  undergo  training  in  a  cadet  unit  on 
old  pay.  If  unsuitable  after  special  training  liable 
to  return  to  ranks.    Candidates  awaiting  commission 
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not  liable  as  conscripts.  If  any  trouble  show 
papers  to  recruiting  officer  or  notify  Secretary  of 
War  Office. 

Conscientious  Objector. — Attested  men  may  not 
appeal  on  conscientious  grounds.  Genuine  objectors 
are  henceforth  to  be  placed  in  a  non-combatant 
service  under  a  civil  power. 

Conscripted.— (See  "  Age  "  and  "  Called-Up.") 

Dependents. — (See  "  Allowances.") 

Discharged  Men.— Those  under  41  liable  to  be 
re-called  for  duration  of  war,  but  allowed  liberal 
furlough  if  military  situation  permits.  On  rejoining, 
will  be  given  old  rank  and  special  consideration  in 
the  matter  of  promotion  and  bounties.  If  discharged 
on  medical  grounds,  ex-soldiers  are  exempt  from 
service  on  production  of  discharge  papers.  Men  dis 
charged  from  Navy  are  liable. 

Dominions. — Men  doing  special  work,  and  tem- 
porarily in  this  country  for  that  purpose  only,  are 
not  liable. 

Education  Fees.— (See  "Relief.") 

Employers. — An  employer  may  appeal  for  any 
worker  on  ground  of  indispensability.  (See 
"  Appeal.")  t 

Exemption. — Certificates  not  renewable  except 
application  is  granted  by  tribunal,  whose  decision  on 
question  is  final.  A  man  totally  exempted  is  not 
liable.  (See  "  Appeal,"  "  Munition  Workers." 
"Attested,"  and  "  Certificates,  "j 
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Furniture,  Storage  of. — Eleli«f  granted  as  for  rent. 

(See  "Relief.") 

Garrison  Duty — It  has  been  stated  that  these 
men  will  be  given  two  months'  notice,  but  no 
reliance  should  be  placed  on  this.  May  be  called  up 
with  classes  or  groups.  (See  "  Medical  Examina 
tion.") 

Groups.— (See  "Attested"  and  "  Called -Up.") 
Home  Service  in  the  Field.— Report  with  group  or 
class. 

Instalment  System  (See  "  Relief.") 

Insurance.— (See  "Relief.") 
Interned.— (See  "Prisoners  of  War.") 
Irishmen.— Those  living  in  Great  Britain  liable, 

irrespective  of  birthplace.   Those  permanently  livin;' 

in  Ireland  are  exempt. 

Khaki,  First  Day  in.— (See  "  Called-Up.") 
Licence.— Innkeeper's  licence  does  not  become  void 

if  he  is  called-up.    He  can  transfer  it. 

Married.— A  man  who  registered  as  married  and 
is  not  married  may  claim  allowance  for  the  woman 
with  whom  he  is  living;  if  ordinary  separation 
allowance  desired,  marry,  if  legally  possible.  (See 
"Allowances,"   "Relief,"   "Called-Up,"  "Age.") 

Medica\  Examination.— Both  attested  and  un- 
attested are  entitled  to  free  preliminary  examina- 
tion. Apply  to  local  recruiting  office  for  particulars 
Private  doctor'?  certificate  valueless.

Pay.— Infantry,  7s. ;  Foot  Guards,  7s.  7d. ;  R.G.A. 
and  R.F.A.,  8s.  5£d.  j  Horse  Artillery,  9s.  4d. 
(gunner),  8s.  9d.  (driver) ;  Cavalry,  8s.  2d.  ;  Royal 
Engineers,  lis.  8d.  (sapper),  8s.  2d.  (pioneer  and 
driver);  A.S.C.,  8s.  2d.;  R.A.M.C.,  8s.  2d.;  Army 
Ordnance  Corps,  8s.  2d.  Naval  pay  varies  with 
grades;  particulars  at  Naval  Recruiting  Office. 

Pensions. — For  widows  and  children  of  men  died 
as  result  of  war  :  Private's  widow,  under  35,  10s.  ; 
N.C.O.'s  widow,  10s.  6d.  to  lis.  6d. ;  5s.  a  week  for 
one  child,  3s.  6d.  for  second,  2s.  a  week  for  each 
child  beyond  two — continued  until  age  of  16 ;  mother- 
less children,  or  separated  from  mother,  5s.  a  week 
for  each  child ;  widow  of  N.C.O.  on  remarriage  may 
be  granted  a  gratuity  equal  to  two  years'  pension. 
Soldier  disabled  as  result  of  war :  Private,  25s.  ; 
N.C.O. .  27s.  to  31s.  Allowance  of  2s.  6d.  a  week  , 
for  each  child  (if  under  16)  of  disabled  soldier. 
Gratuities  are  paid  to  other  dependents  in  certain 
circumstances,  particulars  of  which  should  be  sent 
to  War  Office,  S.W.  (See  "  Allowances "  and 
"Relief.") 

Postponement.— (See  "  Exemption.") 
Prisoner:Of*War — Soldiers,    sailors,    or  civilians 

having  been  interned  by  enemy  and  released  or 

exchanged  are  exempt. 
Rates — (See  "  Relief.") 
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Regiment,  Choice  of.— Get  in  touch  before  you  are 
called-up  with  the  adjutant  of  any  particular  regi- 
ment you  wish  to  serve  in.  If  he  sends  you  a  letter 
of  acceptance,  take  this  with  you  when  you  report. 
No  right  of  choice,  however,  exists,  but  your  wishes 
may  be  met  in  above  circumstances. 

Registration  Card.— (See  "Age.") 

Rejected. — Men  rejected  by  military  board  as 
obviously  unfit,  without  medical  examination,  not 
liable  if  rejection  is  recorded  in  military  register. 
(See  also  "Medically  Rejected.") 

Relief,  Soldiers'. — Assistance  is  given  up  to  £104 
per  annum  in  respect  of  sailors'  and  soldiers'  obliga- 
tions which  they  cannot  meet.  Grants  are  made 
for  rent,  interests  and  instalments  payable  in  respect 
of  loans,  including  mortgages,  purchase  of  house 
or  furniture,  insurance  premiums,  taxes,  rates,  school 
fees.  Application  must  be  made  on  forms  obtainable 
at  Post  Office.  These  grants  are  made  irrespective  of 
ordinary  separation  allowances  and  pay  (which  see). 
The  claims  of  men  for  financial  assistance  will  not 
be  prejudiced  by  their  being  called  to  the  Colours 
before  their  applications  are  determined.  Case  of 
grants  for  junior  officers  being  considered. 

Rent  Relief.— (See  "Relief.") 

Reserve,  Civil. — If  placed  in  reserve,  inquire  at 
recruiting  office  where  you  attested  where  you  are 
to  report  and  when.  The  "Civil  Reserve"  will 
consist  of  demobilised  soldiers  allowed  to  return  to 
their  ordinary  employment  until  required.  They 
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will  not  be  subject  to  military  discipline,  free  to 
work  where  they  like,  and  on  own  terms. 

Reserved  Occupation — Exempt,  if  not  among  occu- 
pations conditionally  reserved.  In  latter  case  appeal 
to  tribunal  necessary.  Otherwise  apply  for  certificate 
to  recruiting  officer.  Two  weeks'  grace  allowed  to 
men  who  leave  a  reserved  occupation.  (See 
"Munition  Workers.") 

Residence — Only  men  ordinarily  resident  in  this 
country  liable.  Men  whose  homes  are  in  the 
Dominions  abroad  not  affected.  Those  visiting 
abroad  expected  to  return  and  report  themselves. 
Birth-place  has  no  bearing  on  question. 

School  Fees.— (See  "Relief.") 

Sea.— (See  "  Navy.") 

Sedentary  Service.— Two  months'  notice  before 
called-up. 

Separation  Allowances.— (See  "Allowances.") 
Special  Constables.— Liable  if  of  military  age. 
Taxes.— (See  "Relief.") 

Territorials. — Prolongation  of  service  is  only 
compulsory  in  case  of  men  under  41.  Those  under 
this  age  who  have  not  undertaken  Imperial  Service 
obligation  come  under  Act.  Men  may  now  be 
transferred  to  Regular  Army;  Army  Council  able 
to  decide  whether  rate  of  pay  shall  be  maintained. 
TimeExpired.— (See  "  Discharged  Men.") 
Transfer.— Soldiers  (Territorials  or  Regulars)  may 
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be  transferred  from  one  regiment  to  another  without 
their  consent,  but  will  only  be  done  when  absolutely 
necessary.    Rate  of  pay  decided  by  Army  Council. 
Volunteer  Training  Corps.— Liable  if  of  age.
